the death of Rev. Lu k e 


H itchcock, D. D., of Chicago w ill be 
received 
with 
sorrow 
by 
his 
many 
friends in 
Dixon, 
Lee county 
and throughout the confines of 
the 
Rock R*ver Conference. 
A telegram 
announcing his death was received by 
his relatives in this city yesterday 
morning. 
He died at six o’clock S a t­ 
urday night. Nov. 12, 189s, from an 
acute illness w hile himself and wife 
were on a visit to th eir daughter. Mrs. 
A rch e r Brown, at B ric k Church, N. J. 
The funeral w ill be held at 10 o'clock 
on W ednesday morning at St. Jam es 
Methodist Episcopal church, Chicago. 
Dr. 
H itchcock 
was 
among 
the 
earliest of the pioneer preachers of the 
Rock R iv e r V a lle y, a man whose strong 
in d ivid uality stamped itself indelibly 
on the Methodism of his day and whose 
activity did very much to shape its 
course throughout this region of our 
country. 
A ll who knew him accorded 
him the highest praise and respect for 
his long life of usefulness and earnest 
C hristian work. 
A mau of n aturally 
logical mind aud rare business q u ali­ 
ties, he soon won his way to the front 
rank in his denomination, a position 
which he continued to hold w hile gen- 
nerations of preachers came and passed 
off the stage of action. 
Fo r twenty 
years he efficiently 
discharged 
the 
duties of the responsible position of 
agent of the M ethodist Book Concern 
with headquarters in Cincinnati: but 
for several years his connection with 
church work has been almost nominal 
on account of his advanced age and 
failing health. 
H e completed his»8 5th 


year last A p ril. 
It was Dr. H itchco ck’s proud boast 
that he had witnes-sed the building of 
every M ethodist church in Cook county, 
and that he had never missed a meet­ 
ing of the Rock R iv e r Conference dur­ 
ing his long residence in the State 
W e ll do we rem ember the dignity with 


which he presided over some of the de­ 
liberations (during the tem porary ab­ 
sence of Bishop Jo yce) of the last an­ 


nual conference w hich met in Dixon. 
I)r. H itchcock was a strong, vigorous 
worker in the Methodist field, to which 
he devoted more than sixty years of his 
most exem plary life 
He was a m ag­ 
nificent man. and his loss w ill be keen­ 
ly regretted. 
H e and his excellent 
wife were one of the most charm ing 
couples to be met with in the N o rth ­ 


west. 
Dr. H itchcock was born at Lebanon, 
Madison county, New York, A p rii 13, 
1813. 
In his boyhood he enjoyed such 
advantages as the country school af­ 
forded in w inter and worked on a farm 
in the summer. 
A t the age of 18 he a t­ 
tended a select school for a short time, 
and later taught school for the three 


successive winters. 
In 1834 he spent a 
few months at Cazenovia Sem inary, 
New York, w ith the idea of preparing 
for college. 
B u t he was 
induced to 
leave the institution, and in 1834 he 
was adm itted on tria l in the Oneida 
Conference of the M ethodist Episcopal 
church. 
Tw o years later he was ad­ 
mitted into full connection with the 
conference, and was ordained Deacon 
In 1838 he was ordained Eld er by B is ­ 
hop Hedding. 
H e was m arried in 1837 
to Miss Ja n e B ird s a ll of Fabius, 
New 
Y o rk . 
His wife was a sister of the late 
Mrs. O. F. Ayres, one of the earlier 
settlers of Dixon, and his father-in-law, 
M r. B ird sall, was one of the earliest of 


our Postmasters. 
W h ile M r. Hitchcock was preaching 
at Oswego, New York, 1839, his health 


began to fail and be secured a transfer 
to the W est. 
H e was 
assigned to Lee 
county, Illinois, where he took charge 


of the Dixon circuit. 
Joh n Clute, 
who 
came to Dixon 
about the first of Ju ly , 1840, says that 
on the following Sunday he went to 
“ m eeting” in tho log school house, and 
for the first time heard M r. Hitchcock 
preach, 
A t that 
tim e 
there 
was 
preaching in Dixon but once in two 
weeks. 
Th e congregation consisted on 
that occasion of only five person», of 


w h o m Mr. Clute is now probably the 


only survivor. 
In 1840 Dr. H itchcock again accept­ 
ed the same charge, 
but during the 
year traveled extensively in 
Illin ois. 
W isconsin and Iowa in the interest of 
the Rock R iv e r Sem inary located at 
Mount M orris, 111. 
In 1842 he wa- ap­ 
pointed to 
the 
pastorates 
of 
the 
churches of O ttaw a and Peru. 
H e was 
sent to the M ethodist Episcopal church 
of Chicago in 1843, but this was 
not 
his first visit to Chicago, 
for in 
his 
book, “ Fields, W o rth ies and W o rk ers" 


he says: 
“ On a beautiful summer morning, 
Aug. 28. 1839, our boat landed at C h i­ 
cago. 
It was Sunday morning. 
In a 
short time G rant Goodrich came to 
pilot me across the prairie from the 
hotel to C la rk street church, where 
I 
preached my first sermon in Chicago.” 
The lake winds proved 
too severe 
for the young prcacher-and in 1*44 he 
returned to Lee county and 
was ap* 
pointed Presiding Eld e r of the O ttaw a 
district, continuing in the district for 
two years. 
In 1*45 he was appointed 
Presiding Eld e r of the Mount 
M orris 
district: in 1858 of the St. Charles dis­ 
trict, and in 1 *59 of the Chicago dis­ 


trict. 
He was elected by the G eneral Con­ 


ference as agent of the W estern M eth ­ 
odist Book concern In 1860, continuing 
in that position tw enty years. 
DuriDg 
th a t in tire period, he was a 
member 


of the Rock R iv e r conference. 
In 1880 
he was appointed Presiding 
Eld er of 
the Dixon district. 
In 
1881 
he 
was 
appointed Presidin g E ld e r of the C h i­ 
cago district and in 1**5 became Sup­ 
erintendent of C ity Missions. 
The honorary degree of 
M aster of 
Arts was conferred upon 
him 
by the 
W esleyan U n iversity of M iddletown, 
Conn., and subsequently the degree of 
Doctor of D ivin ity by Cornell College 
of Mount Vernon, Iowa.

H ourglasses or sand glasses w ere for­ 
m erly used for the purpose of m easuring 
tim e at chess matches, but now sp ecial­ 
ly constructed clocks are in general use 
for this purpose. T hese clocks consist of 
tw o clocks, m sunted on a com m on base, 
w hich movi s oil a pivot, tho tw o clocks 
therefore being on the arm s of a sort of 
seesaw. 
T he beam or base is so con ­ 
structed that w hen on eelot k is elevated 
it stands perfectly perpendicular, w h ile 
the depressed clock lies over at an an ­ 
gle, but as the m echanism of each clock 
is so constructed that it only m oves 
w hen the clock is perfectly perpendicu­ 
lar it follow s that w hen the u prig I t, 
clock is goin g the depressed clock is ,t 
rest. 
A nother and more modern variety has 
the tw o clocks fixed on the sam e level, 
but w ith a sm all brass arm reaching 
from the top of one to the top of the 
other. T his arm acts on a pivot and can 
bo brought dow n into actual contact 
w ith one clock at a tim e by a touch oi 
the finger. 
W hen it is thus in contact, 
by an in gen iou s device the clock is stop ­ 
ped and the desired result is attained. 
T he w orking of the clock during 
a 
m atch is sim p licity itself. 
At the com ­ 
m en cem ent of the m atch the hands of 
each clock point to 12. 
Then at the call 
of “ tim e to com m ence p lay ,” the clock 
of the first player is started; then, as 
soon as lie m akes his first move, In* stops 
h is ow n clock, «*iili**r by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, the 
sam e 
m otion starting bis op p on en t’s 
clock. 
Ho it goes on during the entire 
course of the gam e, each m ove being 
marked by the stopping of one clock and 
the 
starting 
of 
the other.— L eisure 
Hour.
